Mr.  Thrower,  husband  of  alumna 
Margaret  Munroe,  ^35,  has  been  a 
partner  in  the  law  firm  of  Sutherland, 
Asbill,  and  Brennan  since  1947,  with 
Offices  in  Atlanta  and  Washington, 
b.  C.  He  was  appointed  by  President 
Nixon  in  1969  to  serve  as  US  Com- 
piissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  di- 
recting some  65,000  employees,  of 
jwhom  1900  were  special  agents  train- 
p to  detect  violations  of  the  internal 
Revenue  law.

The  three  year  campaign,  begun  in 
April,  1969  with  a goal  of  $1.5  mil- 
lion has  been  successfully  completed, 
according  to  Assistant  to  the  Presi- 
dent Robert  A.  Wys. 

Development  Office  records  show 
pledges  amounting  to  $2,264,000.  To 
date,  gifts  received  total  $1,993,500. 
Over  the  three  year  period,  1,855  do- 
nors made  gifts  to  the  campaign. 
Alumnae  account  for  $945,400  of  the 
total  amount  pledged.  Wesleyan's  fac- 
ulty, staff,  and  administration  pledged 
$33,500  while  the  student  body  do- 
nated $8,400  in  subscriptions. 

The  net  worth  of  the  college  has 
increased  since  the  beginning  of  the 
campaign  despite  inflation  and  tem- 
porary enrollment  difficulties.

campaign  effort  toward  the  ItDng 
range  goal  of  $5.6  million.  Any  gif 
received  after  April  1 will  be  cou ntci 
in  Phase  II.

1972  or  early  1973  with  specific  dati 
and  goals  to  be  announced  by  tli 
Board.
